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Foreword 



This report, published to acquaint the citizens 
and taxpayers of the City of Rutland with the 
policies of their City Government, contains an 
analysis of expenditures and activities of the various 
departments for the fiscal year July 1, 1955 to June 
30, 1956. 

Worthwhile improvements were made in many 
departments through the innovation of additional 
and better equipment. Much has been accom- 
plished during the past year in the way of con- 
struction of permanent roads in our City. 

In the School Department, the long-range class- 
room modernization program has been completed; 
and marked progress has been made in the improve- 
ment of instruction. 

While detailed data in considerable volume has 
been eliminated from various departmental reports 
as herein published, the detail omitted is on file at 
the office of the City Clerk and may be examined 
there. 

Any interested citizen is welcome at any time to 
call at the City Hall and examine vouchers and 
cancelled checks. 

On the last page of this report appears a statement 
showing comparative operating expenses of the 
different City Departments for several years. We 
urge you to read this table in order that you may 
know to what extent departmental expenditures 
have necessarily increased. Budget figures for 
present fiscal year are also shown. 

The Administration desires to express appreciation 
for cooperation given it and again to urge citizens to 
attend the hi -monthly Council Meetings. 



Story of Cover - 



Back at the turn of the century, the Rutland Railroad 
decided that it would have a now station building at Rutland. 
After this was completed, it was felt that a new lawn in front of 
the building would greatly improve its appearance. Inasmuch 
as the soil was of an inferior grade and would not grow a good 
looking lawn, the Rutland Railroad sent out to Chicago for 
950 square yards of dormant sod, at a price of 15 cents a square 
yard. The.se sod, already seeded and ready to grow, arc believed 
to have come from the Chicago Stockyards. This transplanting 
of Chicago soil took place during the summer of 1905, and three 
days after the sod was placed, the lawn was already turning green. 

The photo brings back memories to many of the good old 
days. The electric cars, North Belt and South Bell, were always 
welcome in the spring. These were all open and the breeze 
drifted through them on the hot si i miner days. There was also 
an electric ear that, went to Lake Bomoseen. 

These were the days of horse-drawn (axis, or hacks as they 
were called in those days. 

Almost a half a century later, in 1954, the City of Rutland 
bought the station and grounds to construct a parking lot. When 
it was learned that the green would be replaced by pavement 
the city received over 400 requests for some of the rich top soil ; 
however, the city stockpiled it for use in patching up Main Street 
Park and other needy places.

Mayor's Message 



To the Citizens of Rutland: 

It is a pleasure to submit this sixty-fourth report of the City 
of Rutland, covering municipal operations for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1956. Included in this report are outlines of 
activities of our several departments along with messages from 
department heads plus a complete accounting of our financial 
a I fairs. 

The individual departmental reports carry a very thorough 
summary of accomplishments for the year. Therefore, it seems 
unnecessary for me to dwell at any length on the year's develop- 
ments. I ara pleased to point out, however that the record of 
progress made by our city during the past six years was again 
maintained during the fiscal year ending June 30, 1950. 

An interesting reflection on the apparent growth of our city 
is the fact that four new streets were opened up and accepted 
while sixty-four new residence building permits were issued during 
the year. Incidentally, I personally spent much time and effort 
in contacting firms that might possibly be induced to locate in 
Rutland and in working with others to promote our city 
industrially. 

After several years of intensive effort by the City Adminis- 
tration, it is a pleasure to announce that final arrangements are 
practically complete whereby all eligible city employees can now 
quality under Social Security. The benefits to our employees will 
be considerably better than under the existing pension plan at less 
cost to both the city and the employee. This should give us a 
stability of employment which has heretofore been lacking 
because of the fact that many of our people took employment, 
where they could qualify under Social Security. 

Much to our regret a fax increase became necessary for the 
new year of 1956-57. However, this is typical of almost every 
community in the country. In this modern age, people demand 
more and better services from their municipalities and these in 
turn cost more money which must be paid by the taxpayer. 
New roads, new reservoirs and new schools are necessary to 
modern living but they must be paid for. However, our people 
have demonstrated through their support of such necessary 
projects that they prefer to secure modern facilities and pay for 
them as they enjoy them, rather than continue to deprive them- 
selves under the guise of paring expenses.

To the Honorable City Council and Citizens of Rutland; 

The Board of School Commissioners and the Superintendent 
of Schools herewith present the School Report for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1956. The Report consists of two parts, — the 
following narrative statement about the work of the schools, and 
financial and statistical reports found near the end of this booklet. 
Taken together, they form the complete School Report. Within 
the limitations of space and the requirements of the Law, it will 
be our purpose, in the narrative portion, to stress the progress 
made in the Rutland Public Schools during this past year. 

HEALTH AND SAFETY EDUCATION AND SERVICES 
Our classroom modernization program, started in 1948, is 
now completed! This is no mean accomplishment, — particularly 
when one remembers that it has been done with no heavy burden 
on the taxpayers. We are particularly proud of this accomplish- 
ment because of its importance to the health of our children. 

Slow but steady progress has been made during the last few 
years and including this last year, in a reduction of the number of 
children needing dental care. This has been due to the coopera- 
tion of all concerned, including our Dental Hygieuist, the Com- 
munity Child Care Clinic, Inc., and the Vermont Department of 
Social Welfare. 

On December 6, 1955, the Board of School Commissioners 
approved a School Civil Disaster Program and thus established a 
definite plan of action to be followed in any Civil Defense, or 
civil disaster, emergency. It is designed to protect our school 
children psych ologicalty as well as physically. 

Our school lunch programs, our transportation services, and 
particularly the work of our two school nurses continue to be 
very superior. 

INSTRUCTION AND RELATED SERVICES 
The fact that we now have elementary supervision is "the; 
big news," in the grades, this year. For the first time we have 
had an Elementary Supervisor and an Assistant Elementary 
Supervisor, — each devoting one-half her time to supervision of 
instruction in the first six grades. The improvement of instruc- 
tion is already clearly indicated in a number of ways, — including 
a rather significant achievement test improvement this year, as 
compared with last year. 
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Following the close of school, we were able to offer two two- 
week workshops for the teachers of Rutland and the surrounding 
area, — one in Arithmetic and the other in Social Studies. There 
was no expense to the City. 

The program at the Meldon school continues to meet the 
needs of the seventh and eighth grade pupils, including attention 
to their individual abilities. In addition to thorough training in 
"the 3 R's", opportunities are numerous for self-development, 
group activity, democratic living, and vocational training. 

In our Art program, we encourage and develop the creative 
powers of all children, as well as those of the exceptionally gifted. 
Sometimes the work is correlated with material from the general 
course of study, sometimes with the; seasonal needs and interests 
of the child, and are sometimes presented for the values of the 
Art principles themselves. The cooperation of this department 
with the community is outstanding. 

The very high quality of work done in our Music department 
has not only been maintained but has been expanded under our 
new Director of Music,— Mr. Jack Alexander. A new string 
program has been started with much success, and an Elementary 
Choir has met with an enthusiastic response on the part of our 
people. The Meldon Band has shown the most marked improve- 
ment this year, and has performed many times. For the first 
time, ever, our High School Band and A Cappella Choir were 
awarded "first division, first ratings," in the all New England 
States auditions. An outstanding innovation, this year, was the 
very successful Spring Music Festival presented by' all the music 
organizations in the public; schools,— elementary, junior high, and 
senior high. 

As Rutland High School begins its second century of service 
to the young people of this area, it is continuing to improve its 
facilities and to provide ever greater educational opportunities to 
a steadily increasing number of high school age youth. During 
the year just closed, the faculty has made a special effort to 
encourage reading both for information and for pleasure. Our 
Librarian reports that students borrowed from the school library 
2,881 books of fiction and 5,949 non-fiction books, — a total of 
8,830 as compared with 7,337 lent the year before. This is grati- 
fying at a time when so much is said about high school pupils not 
reading, since it represents over fourteen books per pupil read 
during the school year. In addition, pupils have borrowed heavily 
from the Rutland Free Library and have read books of their own 
and of their friends. 

It is interesting to note that over 53% of Rutland High 
School graduates of 1955 went on to further their formal educa- 
tion,— the biggest percentage among the larger schools of the 
State. This compares with an average for the State as a whole of 
about 36%. 
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We are proud that so many of our students study Mathe- 
matics and Science. Forty per cent of our pupils were enrolled 
in college preparatory Mathematics, and thirty-four per cent of 
the three upper grades were enrolled in college preparatory 
Science. (Only General Science is offered to Freshmen. ) Twenty- 
seven per cent were enrolled in Mathematics classes other than 
college preparatory, and twenty-four per cent were enrolled in 
Science other than college preparatory. Thus, sixty-seven per 
cent of the student body was enrolled in some form of Mathe- 
matics, and fifty-eight per cent in some form of Science. 

Graduates of the Trade and Industrial School and the 
Business Education departments are having no difficulty in 
finding job opportunities for which they have prepared, when 
recommended by their respective teachers. Those with good 
grades in their particular fields are sought after by our local 
businesses and industries. 

The demand for shop courses has increased. This year seven- 
teen additional boys were enrolled which necessitated the hiring 
of a part-time teacher. Many other boys from the Academy and 
the High School were not able to take shop because of the lack of 
facilities. 

We have been most fortunate in continuing in have small 
classes at all levels, with the resulting individual attention that 
can be given pupils by our teachers. 

It is appropriate under tins section to express our apprecia- 
tion for the strong Parent-Teacher Association support which we 
received, — since much of it helps directly to improve the instruc- 
tional program. 

OUR SCHOOL BUILDING PROGRAM

detailed "School Building Survey" for us, and provided a "Time- 
table of Recommendations" for the improvement of our school 
facilities. It is interesting to note the progress we have made 
thus far, and the next steps recommended.

CONDITIONS OF THE SCHOOLS 
Our school buildings general y are in very good repair 
Annual inspections by the Building Committee, together with an 
excellent program of preventive maintenance, continue to protect 
the City's investment in these buildings. Although they cannot 
be made completely safe according to present-day standards, we 
feel that, with the exception of automatic sprinklers, these build- 
ings are now as safe as they can be made. 

NEEDS OF THE SCHOOLS 
The following are some of the more important needs of the 
schools : 

All Schools 

Better salaries for our teachers. During this last year we 
ranked sixth for high school women teachers, and eighth 
for all elementary school teachers, among ten of the 
larger places in the State. 

A fireproof vault for the storage of permanent and irre- 
placeable school records. 

A Physical Education Director. 

An audio-visual Director. 

Elementary Schools 

Consideration of the repeated recommendation of our school 
nurses that we have a school physician to complete 
physical examinations in certain grades every year, so 
that during the .school years each child would have at 
least three complete physical examinations. 

An additional Art teacher. 

A small general-purpose room for each graded school. 
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Teachers' work and rest rooms wherever space permits. 
Clerical assistance for our elementary principals. 
Some way of freeing our teachers from noon-hour duty. 

Meldon School 

All needs of the Meldon School will be met completely when 
the new Junior High School is completed. 

High School 

Additional shop facilities for the teaching of more trades and 
industrial arts. 

New science laboratories for Biology, Chemistry, and 
Physics. 

A soundproof music room with practice and storage facilities. 

A dramatics workroom. 

An additional Hi mm sound projector. 

A second record player. 

SCHOOL BUDGET 

Our Budget was adopted by the Board, and voted upon by 
the people, as provided for in our City Charter. However, 
according to Law, we are "presenting" our Budget, and it. will be 
found elsewhere in this Report. 

The Budget, calls for approximately $76,295. more in City 
funds than was provided for this purpose in 1955-56. The follow- 
ing shows the chief reasons for this increase: 

$43,842. Increases in teachers' salaries; and several new 
teachers. 

5,000. Equipment for the new Junior High School. 
4,741. Loss in State Support. 

4,225. Loss in tuitions, — that we are reasonably sure of. 
3,271 . State reimbursement for the Retarded School. 
1,847. A lower starting balance. 
1,200. Supplies for our Civil Disaster Program. 
954. Increase in Special Education cases. 
462. Increases in nurses' equipment and supplies. 
In conclusion, real progress has been made in the Rutland 
Public Schools this year. Our people should feel fortunate in the 
quality of our teachers and in the instruction their boys and girls 
arc receiving; and they are certainly to be commended for their 
willingness to provide the best education possible.

For The Year Ending 30 June 1956 

To the Honorable City Council and Citizens of Rutland: 

It is particularly gratifying to your librarian to report on the 
progress of the Rutland Free Library during the year 1955-1956. 

The increase in circulation from 1952 to 1956 has been quite 
dramatic. In the fiscal year 1951-1952 total circulation was 
97 983. In the fiscal year 1955-1950 total circulation was 
134,558. Every month in .the past few years has shown an increase 
in circulation over the same month in the previous year with the 
exception of June in 1950, the year just closed. In spite of a 
slight drop in that month (attributed to the early closing of 
schools and the resultant early return of all deposits) the total 
circulation for the fiscal year just closed showed an increase ot 
over 15,000 more than the previous year! 

There was a gain of over 2000 in the vise of nonfietion and a 
gain of over 5000 in the use of fiction. Juvenile nonfietion for 
the same period increased almost 5000 while the circulation of 
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fiction jumped 5499. The totals for the various categories can be 
seen in the table at the end of this report. While use of circula- 
tion statistics is a quantitative measure of the use of the Library's 
resources and therefore far from a complete picture of the use of 
the Library or the quality of the Library's service to the com- 
munity, nevertheless such quantitative statistics do indicate 
trends in reading and in the use of the Library by the community. 

In a community such as ours the public library should be 
the cultural center and in truth the Rutland Free Library is be- 
coming just that. Within the short space of five years our adult 
education program has expanded tremendously. This, like our 
many other services, has been accomplished in response to public 
demand. This has been accomplished, also, along with the great 
increase of circulation, and all, I should add, with no increase in 
staff, with the exception of part-time help in the evenings. 

The Library has encouraged groups to make use of the Li- 
brary facilities for classes, for lectures, for committee meetings 
and many other meetings of a noncommercial nature, Each year 
new groups make use of the meeting rooms of the Library. Dur- 
ing the past year a series of lectures and discussions on American 
foreign policy took place at the Library under the sponsorship of 
the CTO-AFL and the Vermont Council on Foreign Affairs. 

In the fall, winter and spring of the fiscal year just concluded 
the Library sponsored a series of discussions in Invididual Liberty 
as we understand it in America. It was one of the most exciting 
experiments the Library has attempted during the past five years. 
This Freedom Forum was initiated in the summer of 1955 by the 
League of Women Voters and was originally intended as an adult 
discussion group. But the planning committee, comprising a 
number of civic leaders in Rutland, with the Librarian as chair- 
man, followed Mayor Dan TIealy's suggestion that the program 
be adapted for teenagers. Thus this citizen's committee turned 
an idea of the League of Women Voters into a dvnamie program 
to meet a need in our community. With the excellent counsel and 
cooperation of Father John Lynch, Principal of Mount St. Joseph 
Academy, the discussion series for teenagers was organized. The 
Library conducted three leadership training sessions to train a 
small group of student leaders from Rutland High School and 
Mount St. Joseph Academy to plan and conduct the series of 
discussions. 

Senior students and some juniors from hoth high schools 
'•ame 1o the mrc-iings to discuss I heir responsibili ( ies as teenagers 
today and as citizens tomorrow. No adults were permitted to 
interfere. Near the close of the series one teenager said the 
Freedom Forum was the first opportunity he had had to sit down 
with other teenagers and discuss their common problems, not as 
students of MS.J or HHS, but as teenagers. One of the two stu- 
dents who spoke on the Freedom Forum at the annual Brother- 
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hood Banquet stated that the Freedom Forum at the [Jutland 
Free Library was brotherhood in action. Another excitedly said 
thai she was learning' more about American freedom and the 
responsibilities thai go with liberty than she had ever before 
known. 

Throughout the series the Librarian and Mrs. Seargent I 1 . 
Wild, a member of the League of Women Voters, met with the 
planning committee of students- Both the Librarian and Mrs. 
Wild acted in an advisory capacity only. 

Any adults who are concerned with juvenile delinquency and 
lack of teenage responsibility would revise their opinion if they 
had seen the Freedom Forum in action. Lor here was a group of 
teenagers who, without acini l interference, honestly and fori h- 
rightly discussed their responsibilities in a democratic society. 
To work with such a fine group of teenagers is a rewarding experi- 
ence and gives one a new respect for young people. 

During the year the Librarian spoke to many groups about 
the services of the Library and about books. This contact with 
groups and promotion of the Library's services has continued 
each year, building bridges between the Library and individuals 
and groups who comprise our community. The Librarian also 
continues to stimulate the reading of a wide variety of good 
books through his weekly book column as book editor of the 
Rutland Daily Herald. 

Each year we have tried to have Letter films in our film 
program for children and to tie films to the joys of reading. As a 
part of the film program the Library has brought to the children 
of Rutland outstanding puppet and marionette shows, 1 lie Kings- 
land Marionettes in September of last year and the Folktale 
Puppets at the close of Hook Week in November. Over five 
hundred children from the various public and parochial grade 
schools look part in the annua! Book Week program at the 
Library, which included the Sim, "It's Fun to Head Hooks." 
During the same week 791 young people saw the full length film. 
"Treasure bland." 

Last summer Mrs. Elizabeth Taylor volunteered to conduct 
a storyhour at the Library. Some indication of its success can 
be drawn from the fact that the attendance was 229 children. 
If is filling at this point to express our appreciation to Mrs. Tay- 
lor for her contribution of time and effort to the furtherance of 
(he Library's program. 

The whole downstairs area was redecorated during the year 
and part of the upstairs is to be done in the coming year. The 
book collection has been greatly improved to meet varied and 
increasing needs of the citizens of our community. Parts of the 
collection have been brought up to date and this program is still 
going on. The adult education program has expanded and the 
Library has become more than just a house of books; it is also a 
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ho tse of ideas and a meeting place for the exchange of ideas 
through group discussion. Groups that come to the Library to 
raaJ and discuss ideas are making themselves more intelligent 
citizens of a democratic community. The book collection in the 
Children's department is better than it has ever been and plans are 
under way to help inculcate belter understanding of peoples in 
other lands by means of I he film program around the theme 
"A Trip Around the World." 

In order to keep abreast of new ideas and of wdiat other 
libraries are doing and in order to keep the Rutland Free Library 
ever on its toes in giving good library service to our community 
the Librarian lakes part in state, regional, and national library 
conferences as well as several smaller conferences during I he year. 
The Librarian was Program Chairman for the joint convention 
of the Vermont and New Hampshire Library Associations in 
June and at, that meeting was elected to represent Vermont on 
the governing and policy making council of the American Library 
Association. He was on the program of fche Mid-Winter Con- 
ference of the American Library Association at Chicago and is to 
he on the program of the New England Library Association con- 
vening in the fall. He is also president of the Vermont Adult 
Education Assoc ial ion. 

Mrs. Barbara Douglas. Children's Librarian, has taken an 
active part in I he Xew England Heading Association because of 
her deep interest in belter reading for children. She was also the 
moving spirit behind the Vermeil D.tMh.v Canficld Fisher 
Children's Book Award and is Acting Chairman of the Hook 
Select ion Commit lee which prepares the mast er list. The pur- 
pose of the Award "is to encourage Vermont children to read 
more and better hooks [and| to discriminate in choosing worth- 
while books to read," 

In the year just concluded Miss Alice Patch, former Rutland 
High School teacher, was of inestimable service in the evenings 
during the fall, winter and spring, helping with the teenagers ami 
with reference service in general. She has been helpful in making 
it possible for more adults to make use of the reading rooms in the 
evenings. 

Last summer dead trees and dead limbs were cut out and, 
beginning this yeat^ the Library will have an annual program of 
tree trimming, cabling and fertilizing where needed in order to 
keep the grounds beaut iful. Many visitors have remarked about 
the pleasant lawns with their inviting chairs, benches and tables 
where patrons may read Or just »1 and talk with friends. We owe 
our thanks to the Hut land County Grange lor the colorful flower 
bed at the south side of the building. 

We are again tndebl ed to t lie Women's Auxiliary of the Amer- 
ican Legion for their help with the Citizenship Class, in the 
course of the past five years these public spirited wnm^n have 
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presented the Library with a phonograph record player, an album 
of records employing the best teaching methods for teaching 
English to the foreign born, and, during the year just ended, they 
paid for collections of writings and English texts to be used by the 
class. Two years ago they got the men in the American Legion 
to help them and together the two groups paid for new lighting 
in one of the citizenship class rooms. Their support and their 
help are much appreciated by tin; Library and by the new Ameri- 
can eitizciis-ln-be, 

Probably the most notable gift the Library received during 
the year is the painting of Center Rutland by James Hope in 
18I52. Presented to the Library at tin 1 beginning of the fiscal 
year by Mrs. Clement Ripley of Charleston, South Carolina, the 
painting is valued at $2500. The Library is presently searching 
for other paintings of the area, believing that such paintings 
belong in Rutland and that the logical place is the Rutland Free 
Library. 

We are grateful to the many friends of the Library who do- 
nated books and cash gifts during the year. We appreciate their 
thoughtful remembrance at. Christmas. Cur thanks are extended 
to the Rutland Garden Club for their continued interest in the 
Library and for (heir Christmas decoration of the reading rooms. 

Rutland is indeed fortunate in having such an outstanding 
newspaper and the Library very much appreciates the excellent 
relationship we have with the Rutland Daily Herald. We are 
grateful to the Herald for their continued support in publicizing 
the Library and its community program. 

To my Board of Trustees I extend my heartfelt appreciation 
for their excellent counsel, their understanding, their support and 
their patience. The Rutland Free Library and the city of Rut- 
land are blessed with having such an excellent and conscientious 
library board. 

I want to thank the citizens of Rutland, of Rutland Town, 
the City Council and the Mayor for their understanding and sup- 
port in helping to make the Rutland Free Library a dynamic 
influence for self-education in our city. 

Because of the necessity for a serious operation, Mrs. Ann 
Libbey was absent for a few months and the Library staff doubled 
up in their duties. Without the cooperation of such a friendly and 
understanding staff we could not have continued, with a shortage 
in staff, to give the kind of service the public have grown to expect 
and should get. Therefore I owe them a debt, of gratitude for 
their loyalty and their friendly service. 

What do our patrons think of the service they get at the 
Library? A teacher in one of the Rutland Town schools reports 
that one of the boys in her class was so fascinated with a book he 
borrowed from the Rutland Free Library that he wanted the new- 
baby in his family to be named after his book hero. A summer 
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visitor remarked that he gets better and more friendly service 
at I his library t han he does in his large city library. The head of 
a Rutland business firm, having enjoyed our phonograph record 
collection for some time, recently discovered the art books. With 
an armload of beautiful Skira volumes and others he excitedly 
remarked to the Librarian, "This is tremendous — it's almost like 
going to an art museum!" 

Still of supreme importance to the continued good service of 
the Library to its community is an annex for a modern children's 
library, a steel stack to expand the present crowded stack, and a 
mobile branch with a capacity of at least 2000 volumes in order 
that we may give better service to many areas of the city not now 
adequately served. 

In his Book* and Liltrar-iex James Russell Lowell said, "The 
opening of a free public library ... is a most important event in 
the history of any town. A college training is an excellent thing; 
but, after all, the better part of every man's education is that 
which he gives himself, and it is for this that a good library should 
furnish the opportunity and the means," The Rutland free 
Library is endeavoring to 'furnish the opportunity and the 
means.'

Gentlemen : 

The annual report of the Department of Public Works and 
Water Department for the fiscal year ending June 30, 195(5 is 
hereby submitted: 

Street Department 

During the fiscal year of 1955-1950 the regular maintenance 
work on the streets was carried out. Because of the very cold -- 
then wet — spring weather the (i I ling of holes and cold patching 
was held up somewhat, However, this phase of the work was 
finished as soon as the weather moderated. 

The construction work on Route 7 was finished in the early 
fall and the road was turned over to the city to maintain as recon- 
structed. The finished road has turned out a.s predicted by the 
engineers — a great asset to the city and a beautiful approach from 
either direction. In an effort to have the western approach on 
Route 4 rival that of Route 7 a hedge of cedars was planted to 
hide a growing scar due to the excavating of a gravel pit. The 
severe and dry winter stunted most of the cedars but we have 
been advised that they may recover and we may still have a 
green hedge there. 

Considerable paving of streets was carried out. The follow- 
ing streets were paved by our Moto Paver (Cold Mix): 

Orescent Street — Baxter to Grove 

Evergreen Avenue — State to end of street 

Pearl Street— North Street to Tenney Brook 

Pierpoint Avenue — State to Fail-view 

South Street— Post, to Granger 

Vernon Street — Grove to Pearl Street. 

The following streets were paved with Hot Mix: 
Center Street hill 

Pearl Street— Crescent to North Street 

Spruce Street — River Street south to the Railroad 

West Street hill 

West Street— Temple Crossing to West. Street Bridge 
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Work was started on Davis, Edgerton, Granger, Hopkins 
and Seabury Streets. A total of 2,453 Tons of Bituminous Hot 
Mix; 89,031 Gals.- Asphalt, and 19,570 Gals. Tarmac was used 
for constructing new pavements and for surface treatment. 

In conjunction with the road work all catch basins and 
drains arc being rebuilt where necessary and brought up to street 
grade. The Department has recommended and received favor- 
able action by the Board of Aldermen whereby the property 
owners may have sidewalks and curbs installed on a deferred 
payment, plan. It is expected that this will encourage the 
property owners to have them installed, adding to the cleanliness 
and beauty of their streets and city and also helping to reduce 
the cost of cleaning catch basins of debris and mud which is a run- 
tributing factor in the flooding of our streets during rainstorms. 

A new oil storage tank, replacing the rusted-out one at the 
Post Street garage, was installed by the men of the department. 
Cost of the lank and installation whs paid for by collecting junk 
about the yard and selling same. 

The voters have turned down the appropriation for a new 
addition to the existing garage. The need is so urgent that we 
feel we must provide shelter for our valuable equipment by 
building it piecemeal ourselves. 

The Disabled Veterans' memorial plaque and flagpole was 
erected during the past year in the Depot Parking Lot, An 
observation building was built anil erected on St rat ton I {oat! near 
the Disabled Veterans' building for the Civilian Defense and Air 
Observers Corps.

The past winter w r as a severe one insofar as snow and ice. 
The men of the department, were called out frequently during the 
night and stayed on the jolt until our streets were cleared for 
traffic. We are particularly proud of the fact, that while the rest 
of the neighboring communities were snow bound for a couple of 
days after a heavy snow fall our city streets were cleared of snow 
and not. one street, was blocked. Our snow removal was acceler- 
ated by the purchase of the "Snow Flyer" which loaded snow as 
fast as trucks could be brought to it — a total of 518 tons of salt 
and 513 cubic yards of sand was used during the winter mouths. 
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Sewer Department 

There are no accurate and dependable sewer records before 
the vear 1 908 There are some records prior to this date but they 
are so meager that they are worthless. However sewers were 
installed as far back as 1800 and we have a gap of 100 yeais to 
contend with when we want information regarding sewers and 
our onlv method is to dig until we find them. 

All new sewer extensions are based upon a 25 year expansion 
program, or upon the numher of homes that can be built m the 
Sty. ' Wc arc putting in sewers now that will not need replace- 
ment in the future because they will be adequate in size. The 
Sartment is testing a new compound for jointing our sewer 
nes that will prevent roots from getting into the lines to clog 
them Si new sewers will be laid to proper pitch and depth m 
order that all future homes may dram their cellars

A thorough f^tiTm^Sd 
records and deeds dating back to about 1800 "* ««gai MUX 
nothinff was found to indicate that the city had any claim oi 
Sht" fo t Engineering-wise it is a problem to replace a running 
.sewer that meanders in and out and under bull ding .the ound 
tions of which are built on and are part of the seviei. After em- 
rnl le research we are able to report a start and hope to finish 
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it shortly if we receive the full cooperation of the property owners 
in obtaining the necessary rights-of-way which they should be 
willing to give the City to complete this project, which is lung 
overdue and is certainly a health menace and nuisance. 

General Department of Public Works 

The regular maintenance work on bridges, culverts and 
guardrails was carried forward during the year. The care of 
Main Street Park comes under this department and this year, in 
addition to the regular maintenance of the park, there have been 
several flower beds installed in connection with "Operation - 
Flowers." The flower beds in the Depot Parking Lot have re- 
ceived much favorable comment from residents and visitors to 
the city. 

We have placed reflecting decals on all our equipment at 
about one-half the cost of having signs painted or) each piece. 

Water Department 

During the past year the Water Department has done con- 
siderable work in addition to its regular maintenance. It has 
repaired and remodeled the garage next to the Lire Station; 
installed an entire new heating system; renewed the roof; rebuilt 
the rear wall and repainted the entire interior. Most of the cost 
was paid for from the sale of the cracked and broken furnace and 
radiators, as well as other scrap materials that had accumulated 
during past years.

4 new hydrants were set and 85 new connections were made. 
Innumerable breaks and leaks were repaired and a periodic check- 
up of all hydrants was made. They were also cleaned and ad- 
justed as required. The City purchased 15 acres of laud from 
H. E. Warden, Jr. in Mendon in order to protect our water supply. 

The Department's men have aided in the repair and re- 
furbishing of the swimming pool. The ent ire interior of the pool 
lias been patched, cleaned and painted and the entrance has been 
remodeled. The filtering equipment has been overhauled and a 
new motor and pump installed. In general, the swimming pool 
is now in a clean and good mechanical condition. 

The Engineering Division during the past year lias made 
numerous and extensive studies in addition to its regular duties. 
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Comparatively little in known by the general public oi' the neces- 
sary preliminary planning; study and research for every project 
proposed in the city. The Engineering office is in constant de- 
mand for survey lines, plot lines and building lines; information 
on elevation of sewer and water services; is responsible for the 
installation of all services as planned and laid out. As an indica- 
tion of the scope of their work the so-called Stratton Road-Allen 
Si reel Improvement Project required thai every service line of 
every kind under Klrattnn Road and Allen Street be identified 
as to its depth and local ion. Every sewer connection had to be 
plotted, right-of-way roads be determined. The mosl economical 
way to supply these services had to be explored. Four different 
routes had to be canvassed, each requiring extensive research. 

Another example is the flooding at the triangle area of Strongs 
Avenue and Clover Street. It required weeks of research to find 
the sewers and their size and depth. The entire water run-off 
area had to be investigated and calculations made on the amount 
of water in the run-off, etc. 

Advance planning and laying out of the streets, fire protec- 
tion, sewers and water services for the entire northeast section 
of the city, comprising about 400 acres, has been made as well as 
studies of traffic flow in relation to future street widening and 
street improvements. A re-study of the parking lots a.nd shopping 
areas has been made. Advance planning and preliminary draw- 
ings have been made for the airport improvement, made necessary 
if we are to have adequate air sendee in the future. A study is 
now being made of the sewage disposal problem. This necessi- 
tates a survey of the city's .sewer system, sewage flow and site 
locations. The sewage problem ties in with the advance studies 
made by the Army on flood control. Conferences have recently 
been held with the design engineers on the flood control project. 

The Engineering Department has been very active in 
assisting in the planning of the White Memorial Playground and 
is now staking out the area while the Street Department fills it in 
to the required height as called for by the planners. At the 
present, time we have filled in approximately 40,000 cubic yards 
of till at about of what it would have cost if it had been con- 
tracted for. 

The work done by the various divisions of the Public Works 
Department and the Water Department, could not have been 
accomplished if it were not for the loyalty and conscientious 
performance of their respective jobs by the personnel of these 
departments, and the help and advice of all other city officials, 
especially His Honor the Mayor, who has that rare faculty of 
thoroughly understanding the present and future needs of our

The American Lafrance 75-foot aerial ladder truck was placed 
in service; in September 1927 and now is in very had condition. 
The main aerial ladder is badly warped and is dangerous to use 
fully extended. The tire^ were put on in July 1936 and the rub- 
ber is badly cheeked and lifeless. The tires cannot be replaced as 
the size is obsolete and three major tire companies have told us 
that they cannot replace them. Should a blow out occur, this 
piece of apparatus will be useless. This piece of apparatus is 
dangerous to use and should he replaced at once. 

Engine three was placed in service in September 1936 and 
now is twenty years old. While this piece of equipment is in 
very good condition, the Insurance Bating Bureau does not give 
credit for apparatus over twenty years old. We will soon be faced 
with the purchase of two pieces of fire equipment. 

To hold our present insurance rating we are required to have 
three engine companies and an aerial ladder company. An 
increase in insurance rates would cost the property owners con- 
siderable more than the cost of an aerial ladder track. 

The inventory value of the equipment of the Fire Depart- 
ment is $93,135.75 and an itemized account of same is on file in 
the office of the City Treasurer. 

I again recommend that a new fire station be erected on the 
property owned by the City at Woodstock Ave., and Deer St. 
and the present Station 2 be relocated there. Also that a modern 
drill tower for fireman training be erected at the same location. 
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I wish to thank all members of the Fire Department and all 
other City Departments for their cooperation and assistance 
during the year.

Police Protection 



To the Honorable City Council: 

I hereby submit the annual report of the activities of the 
Rutland Police Department for the year July 1st, 1955 to June 
30th, 1950. 

The Department investigated 2,784 complaints and made 
229 arrests. 

The number of motor vehicle accidents investigated was 299 
against 284 the previous year. Estimated amount of damage 
was also more. A table listing the number of cars involved, 
estimated damages, and number of persons injured and hospi- 
talized follows this report. 

With cooperation of the Traffic Safety Council of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce and the Honorable City Council, we have elimi- 
nated many traffic hazards. Fifteen Stop signs were erected by 
this Department that, were approved by the Board of Aldermen, 
making a total of 81 Stop signs. Signs were erected on the follow- 
ing streets for No Parking on one side to prevent a traffic hazard 
and approved by the Board of Aldermen: Church Street, east 
side from West Street to Williams Street ; Elm Street, west side 
from West Street to Grant Avenue; Terrill Street, north side from 
North Main Street to East Street ; Summer Street, west side from 
State Street to Maple Street; Lincoln Avenue, east side from 
West Street to Grant Avenue; Maple Street, north side from 
Grove Street, to Summer Street. Also, seven intersections with 
No Parking Here To Corner signs were ereeted to prevent 
accidents at these intersections. Speed Zone signs were erected 
at entrance to the City on U. S. Routes #7 and #4. 

Our patrol cars and motorcjele were driven a total of 80,1 Hi 
miles. Three hundred twenty-one (321) doors and windows 
were found open and unlocked by night officers in patrol ears 
and on the beats. 

Parking Meter Collections for the year totaled $46,750.25, 
considerably above last year's total of $39,055.24. The meters 
have now taken in a total of S288.256.48 since installed in Septem- 
ber, 1947. $5,073.00 was collected in one dollar fines from July 
1st, 1955 to June 30th, 1956 and 2,036 first offenders were excused 
as voted by the City Council in June, 1948.

It is the pleasure of your Healt h Officer to submit, herewith, 
his annual report for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 11155 and 
ending June 30, 195(1 

The Health Department is composed of a three-man Board of 
Health, and a Health Officer. 

Through this department is maintained the control of com- 
municable diseases, inspection services for the maintaining of 
sanitary plumbing facilities, swimming pool and other places of 
public assemblage.

The year jnst ended, as the above chart shows, was a mild 
one, epidemic wise. There were 733 less cases of contagious 
diseases reported than in 1954-55. Of the 17 polio cases one was 
of the bulbar type, 4 paralytic and 12 were non-paralytic. Six, 
at least, were from outside of Rutland City although diagnosed 
and treated at the Rutland Hospital. 

On August 1 1 a clinic for the second injection of Salk vaccine 
for the prevention of Polio was held at the Northeast School. 
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This was for those children, in the 5 and 6 year age group, who 
had already received one injection. 396 children were inoculated. 
The clinic was set up most efficiently by the school nurses, Mrs. 
McCormick and Miss Burke, with the assistance of the Northeast 
Parent Teachers Association and staffed by Drs, Brislin and Kee- 
nan; Ravit and Bellerose, Smith and Beale. 

On September 13 a make up clinic was offered at the Nurses 
Home for those children who missed the August 11 clinic. 93 
children were present, (59 of whom were from Rutland City. This 
clinic was set up by the State Public Health nurses under the 
direction of Miss Lois Stearns and staffed by Drs. Hubenet, 
Harrington and myself. 

In November an inspection of public buildings was made in 
cooperation with Fire Chief Koltonski, no gross violations of the 
ordinances pertaining to Public Health were found. 

The annual free Small Pox vaccination program was done 
during December, 424 children received vaccinations. The 
School nurses and Drs. Smith and Beale of the Board of Health 
carried out the program. This number is larger than usual due 
to the fact that because of conflict with the Salk program there 
were no vaccinations done during the school 3 r ear 1954-55. 

Thojimiual free immunization program for protection against 
Diphtheria-Tetanus and Whooping Cough was carried out during 
March, April and May. It is necessary for this triple immuni- 
zation to be given in three separate doses 4 to (i weeks apart. 
'240 children were given first injections or booster shots at the 
March Clinic, 193 at the April Clinic and 176 at the May Clinic. 
All three clinics were ably set up by the school nurses, Mrs. 
McCormick and Miss Burke and staffed by Drs. Ryan, Smith 
and myself, of the Board of Health. 

In February the plumbing inspections were turned over to 
the City Engineer's Office to be done in cooperation with the 
Building Inspector and Zoning Administrator, with the under- 
standing that any violations were to be referred to this Depart- 
ment for appropriate action under the Ordinances of the City or 
State Laws, pertaining to Public Health. This procedure has 
proven very satisfactory and we feel that it affords the best 
possible protection not. only to the property owner but also to 
the buyer as well as the licensed. plumber. 

A total of 362 samples of water from the City's taps were 
sent to Burlington for analysis, 13 samples showed evidence of 
contamination. None of the contaminated samples occurred on 
consecutive days. It is interesting to note that 9 of the 13 
contaminations occurred during July and August of 1955. From 
.January 1 through June 30 of 1950, out of 185 samples not one 
contaminated sample was found. This Department wishes to 
thank the Water Department, and particularly Harry Jasmin, 
for this fine record. 
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Samples of water were also sent to Burlington from the 
Swimming Pool during its operation. At no time was it found 
necessary to close the pool due to contamination. The system 
was thoroughly cleaned this Spring and was operated most 
efficiently during the summer months. 

Over 100 nuisance complaints were investigated fay the 
department. 

In closing I would like to express my appreciation for the 
courtesy and cooperation that I have received from the Mayor 
Ut-y Council, City employees, the State Department of Health' 
the School Nurses and the Physicians and parents of the City 
of Rutland,

Four hundred and twelve dollars ($412.00) has been collected 
for Milk licenses and the money turned over to the City Treasurer 
whose receipts I hold. These licenses represent eleven (11) 
creameries, four (4) peddlers and 119 retail stores and/or res- 
taurants handling milk or milk products. 

The pasteurization ordinance continues its effectiveness, all 
the plants are approved. 

Some of the pasteurizing plants are having monthly samples 
run by Mr. R. Knowlton, formerly of the State Agricultural 
Department. Copies of these reports are on file in the office of 
the Milk Inspector and the various creameries. Also additional 
samples are sent from time to time by Mr. Sianetz of the State 
Agricultural Department or by myself. This department wishes 
to thank Mr, Slanetz for the excellent cooperation and help he has 
extended to the City Milk Inspector, This cooperation has done 
much to maintain the relatively high quality of milk which is 
offered for sale in Rutland at the present time. 

Most of the dairies have been inspected at least once and all 
the pasteurizing plants periodically. On the whole conditions are 
good. 

I wish to thank the producers, plant operators and owners 
and State Inspectors for their cooperation during the past year.

During the past vear there have been no important changes 
to the phvsical facilities &i the airport. However, in March, 
1956 Frederick M. Greenwood, former manager of the Spring- 
field" Vermont, airport was engaged as Rutland Airport Manager 
to replace Joseph W. Rock, who resigned. _ 

In December, 1955, a preliminary application was hied with 
the Civil Aeronautics Administration for Federal assistance 
toward the; construction cost of a proposed 1000 foot extension 
of the North-South runway and resurfacing' of the East- VV est 
runway The N/S runway extension is needed to accommodate 
the larger and faster airplanes to he used by Eastern Air Lines in 
its service to Rutland and the resurfacing of the E/W runway is 
necessary to arrest the continuing deterioration which must 
otherwise result in abandonment of this runway. 

The. Civvr'- Aeronautics Administration has tentatively 
allocated Rutland $157,500 for construction costs and 117,500 
for land acquisition. Additional help from the State of Vermont 
may be forthcoming but the bulk of the balance needed may 
have to be supplied by Rutland taxpayers. 

The airport is one of Rutland's greatest assets which needs 
to be maintained and improved to keep abreast with advancing 
air transportation requirements.

Gentlemen : 

I hereby submit the following report for the year ending 
June 30, 1956. 

The appropriation to the Department of Charities and Cor- 
rections was $37,390.00. 

The department collected $987.04 from individuals and 
$4,017.51 from other sources. The gross expense amounted to 
$40,491.02. The net expense after refunds was $35,480.47. A 
balance of $1,903.53 remained in the Charity Account at the end 
of the year. 

The appropriation for the Hospital and Convalescent Homes 
was .130,000.00. 

The department collected $4,927.05 credited to individuals 
and $2.05 from other towns. The gross expense amounted to 
§31,609.99. The net expense after refunds was $26,680.94. 
A balance of S3,3 19.00 remained in the Hospital and Convalescenl 
account at the end of the year. 

In the year 1955-50 at Pleasant Acres 13 inmates were eared 
for and 262 transients were taken care of by the caretakers. 

The tools and machinery at the farm are in very good condi- 
tion. A second hand gas pump was purchased for $35.00 to re- 
place the old one, worn out and not in working condition. It was 
also necessary to purchase a new tractor for $1,400.00 and the 
old tractor as trade in. The buildings have been painted within 
the last vear with the exception of the back part of the house and 
this is to be painted this fall. Mr. Decker and the inmates at 
the farm will do the painting so all we have to purchase is the 
necessary paint. 

We have about 150 cords of wood on hand; 40 tons of coal; 
70 tons of hay; 2% acres of potatoes; 8 acres of corn and a nice 
garden which will produce later. 

We now have 10 milking cows and 6 more to freshen this fall; 
2 heifers; and 56 hens (some laying), 

The caretakers, Mr. and Mrs. Decker, are very proud of the 
beautiful rock garden and other flowers that they have taken 
care of at the farm. 

We invite all interested to visit the farm and see for them- 
selves what a nice place Pleasant Acres is. 

I wish to thank the Mayor, Board of Aldermen and the rest 
of the City Officials for their assistance during the year.

ACTIVITIES 
Fall and Winter 

The Halloween program was again the big activity in the fall. 
The program included window guessing, Mr. Jack O' Lantern 
Contest, grammar school parties, window painting and junior 
and senior high school dances. The Department received excel- 
lent cooperation from high school students in our window painting 
and high school dance planning. 

The program at the Recreation Center on Madison Street 
included a great variety of activities for all ages. The Center was 
under the direction of Sanford E. Gregg, former Assistant Super- 
intendent of Recreation. Programs included: Bridge Club, 
Senior Citizens, Golf Lessons, Oil Painting, Women's Condition- 
ing Club, Children's and Adult Square Dancing, Baton Twirling, 
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Boys' Ath1et.it* Club, Art Club, Tumbling Club, Model Airplane 
Club, Children's Playtime, and Junior Cheer Leaders. At 
Rotary Field House activities such as Archery, Dog Obedience, 
Cub Scouts and Brownie groups, City Band and Home Demon- 
stration are held. In addition to these regular programs, the 
following special events were held: Christmas Tree Lighting 
Ceremony, Doll Show, Father and Son Basketball Shooting 
Contest, Archery Tournaments arid a Center Activities Show. 

An eight team Midget Basketball League for boys 9-12 and a 
four-team Junior League for boys 13-15 was organized last season. 

Lessons were given for over 200 children in the Junior Ski 
Program at the Rutland Country Club. The group was directed 
by Mr. Gregg assisted by numerous volunteers. Special junior 
ski races were held for those taking part in this program, as part 
of the Rutland Winter Carnival. 

Ice Skating rinks were set up at Rotary Field and Meadow 
Street. A special children's rink was also added at Rotary. 
There was a total of 37 days of skating at, Rotary, and 35 at 
Meadow Street. Over 23,000 people used the rinks last season. 
A special ice show was held under the direction of Mrs. Ami Page. 
Although the ice was poor, the show was a colorful and enjoyable 
one. Over 1200 people watched the program. 

Spring and Summer 

Although the weather has been poor, the swimming pool was 
enjoyed by many people. Norman Bruce was appointed the new 
pool" manager. He is assisted by Mary Roberts, Joanna Taft and 
Nancy MeCIallen, who are instructors ; Harold Burke, Robert 
Southgate and William Reardon are lifeguards. Another Water 
Carnival is planned for this year. The policy of free admissions 
for children in the mornings was continued. Free swimming 
lessons from beginners to a Red Cross Instructor's course were 
held. 

The Department operated eight playground areas during the 
last summer season. A daily program of games and tournaments, 
arts and crafts and story telling was held. They were Pienic 
Suppers, Indian Day, Doll Show, Costume Parade, Freckle and 
Polka Dot Contest, Watermelon Eating Contest, Sand Box 
Contest, Hobo Contest, Field Day, Pet Show, Bubble Gum Con- 
test, Scavenger Hunt and a Story Telling Pageant. The high- 
light of the season was the Indian Day Program at Rotary. 

A ten-team Midget Baseball League functioned. New 7 uni- 
forms were donated this year by sponsoring groups. Mr. Leo 
K ee f e was league director. Over 120 boys participated in the 
league. 

The "Mitey Mite" League enjoyed added success this year. 
The league enlarged to eight teams. Prior to league play a skill 
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program was held in which boys between the ages of 8-12 were 
instructed in all phases of baseball. As boys improved they were 
promoted to the Midget League. 

The Department sponsored three softball leagues this year. 
The Rutland Softball League is composed of five teams and is 
considered the "fast" league. A seven team "Fat and Thirty 
League" is a league for slower competition. In addition, a six- 
team Playground Softball League was organized for boys 9-14. 

Summary 

The planning for the White Playground is in its final stages 
and work should hegin in the near future. Present plans call for 
a shelter building, multi-purpose area, children's area, wading 
pools, horseshoe and bocci courts, and a softball diamond. There 
is also the possibility of the construction of two tennis courts 
along with the other facilities. 

Work will continue on our program of improving appearance 
of facilities. Again money was appropriated to do a part of the 
job. 

To the Honorable Mayor Dan J. Healy, members of the 
Board of Aldermen, all City Officials, and the many volunteers 
who assisted in our programs. I would like to express our sincere 
appreciation for their cooperation and assistance during the past 
year.

To the Honorable, City Council: 
Gentlemen : 



It gives us special pleasure to report to you that the two city 
cemeteries are in the best shape since we have been commissioners. 
Most of this is due to the cooperation and understanding of you 
members of the City Council. For this we sincerely thank you. 

First you have voted us enough budget money so that we 
have been able not only to mow both cemeteries cleaner than 
ever before, hut also to be able to keep them that way and lawn- 
like in their fronts. Through the aid of an expert marble worker 
from Proctor, Mr. Orfeo Mutti, we have repaired and straight- 
ened up one third of the stones in the West St. cemetery. It is 
expected that another third or more will be completed during the 
coming year. Mr. Mutti is also working on and has partially 
repaired the facing on the vault at the West St. plot. 

The second great boost you gave us was to re appropriate 
money from last year's budget so that we have been able to build 
a cement block toolhouse at West St. In past years it has been 
the custom to let the workman keep the tools and mowers at his 
liou.se, or lo depend upon |be kindness of Mr. McCarry al Kins- 
man and Mills to store them. Needless to say that many things 
were lost or misplaced under this system. Now we have every- 
thing under one roof, locked up, where we can find it when 
needed. It has made our work much easier already. 

More is planned to be done in the future such as grading in 
both plots; fixing of the fences, some added and all painted; many 
more stones are to be located and repaired; some tree stumps to 
be removed ; and now the grass is short we want to keep it that 
way. 

This Commission has a record of all the people buried in 
both cemeteries and the keys are on file at Police Headquarters. 
We invite anyone interested to visit these historic spots in our 
city.

Your auditors have made an examination of the accounts and 
financial records of the Treasurer of the City of Rutland, Vermont 
from July t, 1955-June 30, 1956, inclusive. 

In connection with our examination, we have examined the 
records of the School Department, Department of Public Works, 
City Clerk, City Constable, Overseer of Poor, Police and Fire 
Departments, Recreation Department, Municipal Airport, and 
the Municipal Court, and traced all cash receipts a.s shown by the 
department records to the City Treasurer's records. 

The tax collections by the City Constable were verified by 
comparison of the duplicate receipts issued by him with the 
amounts received from him by the City Treasurer. All abate- 
ments shown on the delinquent tax schedule were properly 
authorized by the Board of Aldermen. 

Cash disbursements and the distribution thereof, were veri- 
fied by a complete check of the City Warrants, and by comparison 
of the totals shown by various department records and on the 
Purchasing Agent's Warrant Book. 

Payment of principal and interest on the bonded debt were 
verified by examination of cancelled bonds and cancelled interest 
coupons. 

Cash balance* at June 30, 1956 were verified by reconciliation 
of the balances shown in the report with those shown on bank 
statements as of above date. 

Temporary loans outstanding, $60,000.00 were verified by 
examination of the temporary loan register. 

The bonds outstanding, 12, 195,000.00 were verified by exam- 
ination of the records maintained in the City Treasurer's office 
and from examination of the bond books which contain all can- 
cel ieci bonds and interest coupons. 

The books of the City Treasurer are in their usual excellent 
condition and clearly show the City's financial condition as of 
June 30, 1956, and the result of operation for the fiscal year 
ended, and we hereby certify that in our opinion, all monies 
received have been duly accounted for as evidenced by the books 
and records on file. 

The able assistance given us in this audit by Roy D. Watkins, 
appointed Assisting Auditor by your Honorable Board, was very 
helpful.
